For Mr. Henderson's information, only federal convictions are subject to presidential 
pardon, and a minimum waiting period of five years after conviction or release from 
confinement, whichever is longer, is required before a pardon application may be accepted. He 
should see Section 1.2 of the "Rules" and paragraphs two and three of the "Information and 
Instructions." Mr. Henderson should return the completed form to this office for processing and 
need not send a duplicate copy for filing.
